Summary: 

The Veterans Memorial Ice Rink needs to spend between $1,600,000.00 and $1,800,000.00 to upgrade the ice rink 
over the next ten years. The majority of that money should be invested into the facility within the next two years. The 
ice slab, the dasher boards and refrigeration systems should be replaced as soon as possible, realistically construction 
on these three components would begin spring 2008. 

The cost of building a new rink similar to the Veterans would be at a minimum five million and could be as much as 
seven million dollars. The Cronin Rink in Revere is currently being totally replaced at a cost of over seven million 
dollars. 

By investing the money now in Veterans, Arlington will avoid a sudden closure of the facility due to a system failure, 
and will provide the skating public of the town with an ice rink that is operationally energy efficient and a great place 
to recreate and compete.
